Sweden Celebrates Adherence 
To Democracy for 500 Years

Albany, N. Y. (AP).—The avcr- 
1 age New York state farmer, says 
I John Finch, feels "well satisfied for 
the present to make both end ; rn 'el, 
earn enough from his farm to pay 
taxes, m aintain his buildings and 
keep his family in food." 
Finch, a Rensselaer county su­ 
pervisor, dairym an, fruit farm er and 
vineyardist. 
believes the ordinary 
empire state agriculturist is doing 
well to accomplish that much with­ 
out giving a 
thought 
"to laying 
something aside for a rainy day." 
He sees one bright spot 
in th ' 
picture however—"the dairym an i; 
in as good shape as. cr better than, 
any other farm er today." 
Milk Control Good 
Finch operates a 110-acre farm of 
a "gravel to sand-loarn” soil, 20 i 
acres of which are devoted to apple 
and poach orchards and the re­ 
mainder to grain, hay crops, pastur­ 
age and grape vineyards. 
As to prospects for the future, lie 
declares the “laws of supply and de­ 
mand are tile only things which, 
eventually, will govern the price a 1 
farmer will receive for his product. 
re aidless of the price pegging ac­ 
tivities of the government." 
Admittedly en the contrary, how­ 
ever. he sees much good in the work 
of the New York state milk control 
board in its efforts to raise the price 
the farmer receives for milk. He 
views the work as tem porary ex­ 
pediency. however. 
Pinch blames a faulty distribution 
system for the present farm price 
structure. 
He argues there is over­ 
abundance on one hand offset by 
virtual .shortage on the other. 
But in doing anything for the 


. fanner," he declares, "the organiza­ 
tion for a unity of purpose .n the a t­ 
tack on our problems must come 
from the farm ers themselves, not 
from above by a lot of theoretical 
I experts.” 
Same as Last Year 
Finch states that while it is "hard 
j .sledding" for the present, he looks 
I to the future with the intangible 
feeling th a t "times are going to get 
! better." 
Financially, Finch believes he. as 
well as most other New York farm ­ 
ers, is in "practically the same boat 
j as last year." 
Price fluctuations are hard to fol­ 
low. he says, and mean a great deal 
us to how much the fanner can net. 
Hay was $20 a ton last fall and this 
spring dropped to $14 so you can see 
how much we lost on this one item. 
Feed Costs Rising 
"My apples are selling for 60 and 
70 cents a bushel. I ought to get $1 
a bushel to break even and $1.50 to 
make money. 
"To add to our milk problems, the 
cm I of feed is rising as result of the 
western droughts." 
As to the price the farm er should 
receive for his milk, Finch believes 
the farm er should receive 50 per 
cent of the retail price in order to 
make a good livelihood. 
Finch raises his own farm produce 
for consumption by his wife, a grow­ 
ing son and himself. 
He has not "treated" himself or 
his family to any luxuries for the 
last few years. 
As he expresses it 
I ain satisfied to eat, keep a house 
over my head and pay my taxes.”
